1. AMBASSADOR SAYRE'S JUNE EIGHT PRESS CONFERENCE RECEIVED 
SUBSTANTIAL, FAVORABLE NEWS MEDIA PLAY. REPORTS ON THE 
CONFERENCE WERE HIGHLIGHTED JUNE 9 BY ALL LEADING PAPERS 
IN BRAZIL, CARRIED BY BRAZILIAN AND US WIRE SERVICES, AND 
INCLUDED IN BRAZILIAN RADIO AND TV BROADCASTS. THESE 
REPORTS SHOW THAT THE MEDIA REACTED FAVORABLY TO THE 
AMBASSADOR'S STATEMENTS AND NOTED BOTH HIS "CAUTION" IN 
FIELDING QUESTIONS AND HIS FULL, CLEAR ANSWERS. WHILE 
THE ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS CONCERNING FRED BERGSTEN'S 
SPEECH OFMAY 9, THE PURPOSE OF GERARD SMITH'S VISIT, 

HUMAN RIGHTS AND OTHER TOPICS WERE GENERALLY REPORTED 
FACTUALLY, AMBASSADOR SAYRE'S STATEMENT THAT THE US 
IS "PREPARED TO CONSIDER ANY PROPOSALS (REGARDING MILI- 
TARY MATTERS), JUST AS IT IS PREPARED TO CONSIDER 
PROPOSALS IN ANY OTHER EIELD," WAS OVEREMPHASIZED IN 
REPORTS, AND TURNED AROUND IN SEVERAL COMMENTARIES WHICH
